HE long-standing struggle 


between the British pro- 
tectornte of Aden’ and the 
Arab kingdom = of 
Yemen has jumped back 
{nto’. prominence in the 
troubled’ Middle East,’ The 
dlspute, mainly concerning 
_border ‘demarcation, has 
smouldered’ om for, years; 
now it appears to bo near 
fush-point again, this tine 
againat the new Middle East 
contoxt of the Anglo-French 
Suez invasion, the United 
Nations intervention and 
the “Kisenhower doctrine.” 

The history of the protec- 
tornte and the Yemen ix a 
continuous one of border 
strife principally stimulated 
hy Yemeni claims to much 
cy Aion on historical 
w@unds. It was not until 
1984 that Yemen! raids on 
the protectorate ceased with 
the signing of a peace 
treaty with Britain.

his Cabinet and created an

The United States, France, Britain and nearly 
20 other nations tonight presented the Bureau of 
the United Nations General Assembly with a draft 


resolution on Hungary. 


The resolution, which will be examined taptoerow: by 


the General Assembly, calls 


for tho creation’ of a five- 


nation committee to investigate the situation in aba 


by all possible means, 


It was also announced today 
that the Hungarian delegation 
would not takes part jn this 
General Assembly debate ‘un 
Hungary. ' ‘ 


Yho Hungarian delegation left 
the Assembly in) December in 
protest against the “inter- 
ference” of the United Nations 
in Hungarian internal affairs. 
Later, the Hungarian Govern- 
ment announced in -Budapost 
that tha delegation would re- 
turn to Its place in the Assem- 
bly. Nevertheless, the dolega- 
tlon did not return to tho 
wssembly when its session re 
sumed on January 2. 


THE PROPOSALS 


The text of the draft resolu- 
tion proposes that a special five- 
nation committee be charged 
with establishing and maintain- 
ing means of direct observation 
both in Hungary ond elsewhere. 
The committee should’ collate 
witnesses, reports and other in- 
formation and report its find- 
Ings to the General Assembly 
at the present session and sub-~ 
sequently. 


The resolution requests Hun- 
gary and the Sovict Union to 
co-operate with the Committee 
in every way, in particular in 
allowing its members to enter 
and travel freely within 
Hungary, 


If calls upon all member 
states of the United Nations to 
do everything possible to aid the 
commitice in its task, particular. 
ly by hending on any informa- 
tion, they potsess. It also calls 
upon all member rations to put 
into effect the previous resolu- 
tions voted by the Assembly on 
the Hungarian question—con- 
cerning the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops, the admission of 
United Notions observers and 
the halting of deportations,
